Shar yn estate developers have 
set June 2 as target date for the 
start of construction of the first 
homes in that area, and Monday 
night urged Menlo Park planning 
commissioner’ to proceed with all 
possible speed with study and ap- 
proval of their plans.

Planners could not approve or 
take action on the proposed sub- 
division, since notice as required 
by law had not been given. They 
set May 5 as date for a public 
hearing on the proposed subdi- 
vision. 

According to Ward Crump, a 
spokesman for the Duncan Mac- 
Donald development organization, 
the first unit will consist of 40) 
acres adjacent to San Francisco 
Water Co.’s right of way through 
the property. 

The 40 acres will accommodate 
11 homes, said Crump: the mini- 
mum single-family residence in 
the development will have three 
bedrooms, two baths ard a “fam- 
ily rooin” and the minimum price, 
he said, will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $34,500 or $35,000. 
BOUNDARIES 

The 190 acres which it is hoped | 
the city of Menlo Park will annex | 
will be bounded by the estate’s 
eastern boundary, Sand Hill road, |

Annexation to City 
No Mere Land Grab | 


With discussions underway concerning annexation of the 
Sharon Estate to the west of us and portions of the East Palo Alto 
area to the east, it is appropriate to consider the mutual benefits 
that must be inherent in any annexation move. 

There are many who consider annexation to be merely a land 
grab on the part of a city, an effort to bring in more property 
to tax. Such has been the attitude of a few residents of unincorpo- 
rated “islands” adjacent to Menlo Park during efforts to annex 
those areas in recent years. 

There’s a lot more to annexation than that. 

The city must offer the new territory certain benefits, and, 
in turn, the area to be annexed must offer something to the city 
if the merger is to be satisfactory. 

What must the city offer? It must afford residents of the 
new area a better voice in their local affairs than they have under 
the county system. It must offer better police protection and 
better street maintenance. There are minor benefits such as lower 
utility rates and a better share in the city’s recreation program. 
But most important of all, the city must offer the new area an 
opportunity to raise and to maintain at a high level its property 
values; this a well administered city can do through good plan- 
ning and carefully administered zoning restrictions. 

What must the new area offer the city? It must offer alert, 
interested citizens ready to bear their share of civic responsibility. 
It must offer a tax base sufficient to cover the cost of city services | 
to be supplied without adding new burdens to the property al- 
ready within the city limits.

That good workers should get 
more pay than less efficient ones 


has long ago ceased to deny. 
The same, one would think, 


|should apply to public employees. 


There should be some way of giv- 
ing better rewards to better work- 
ers, while the employment oppor- 
tunities and job security of the av- 
erage employee are protected. 

But to date, in the Menlo Park 
area, the only public agency 
which has initiated an attempt to 
give some compensation for ex- 
traordinary skill and perform. 
ance “above and beyond the call 
of duty” is the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary School District—an ag- 
ency which is finding that there 
are all sorts of problems. 

Of course, the school district’s 
basic problem is one of money. 
Largely dependent on locally-lev- 
ied taxes for its income, the dis- 
trict has to convince a majority 
of its voting residents that it needs 
more of the same to keep operat- 
ing at present standards.

Public feeling about the school 
district’s bonus plan, under which 
superior teachers may get a part 
of $5000 set aside for rewarding 
them, seems generally favorable 
to the system of rewards. 

But the teachers themselves are 
a little curious as to how it’s go- 
jing to work, and whether or not 
itll result in “discrimination” or 
give added prestige as well as mo- 
ney to members of a teaching “el- 
ite” in the district. 

The trustees, as School Dis- 
trict Board Chairman James 

Black commented last week, 
aren’t sure on some of these de- 
tails either. 

But he points out that the dis- 
trict has put in certain provisions 
to protect itself from criticism, in 
case some teachers are unhappy 
with results of the experiment. 

For one thing, he points out, 
the $5000 allocated by the district 
doesn’t all have to be spent. 

A definite amount of “extrare- 
ward” hasn’t been set yet, but 
members of the district teachers’ 
salary committee said last year 
that it should not be less than 
$500. 

Principals at schools at which 
the teachers are applying for 
consideration have to be protect- 
ed, too, from earning reputa- 
tions ds ogres who turn thumbs 
down on their brethren’s appli- 


| cations; the final selections, 
therefore, must be made by the 
district’s administrative staff 


and the board of trustees itself. 

To make sure the bonuses—if 
any; the trustees don’t guarantee 
that any or all of the $5000 will 
be handed out—get into the hands 
of people who intend to remain 
|members of the community, the 
district has ruled that only teach- 
ers with two or more years in the 
district may apply. 

At this time, this cuts the maxi- 
mum number of applicants to 27, 
out of a total teaching staff of 
more than 90. 

Whether or not the scheme wif 
act as a stimulant to new teachers 
to do better work, or whether it 
will encourage enough jealousy so 
that the teachers themselves will 
want to get back into the lockstep 
of pay tied securely to seniority 
and postgraduate credits, will pro- 
bably be learned in the next few 
months. 

At any rate, it’s the first such ef- 
fort on the pare of’any public ag- 
ency in this area. 

Whether or not it’ll be copied by 
other public agencies is yet to be 
seen. But it’s an effort to make the 
rewards of working for a public 
service something like those of a 
private industry, and many claim 
that the latter gets a lot more work 
done for a dollar than city govern- 
ments, school districts, fire de- 
partments and the like ever do.

I recently discussed the problem with Mr.

we suspect that activities in the 
other battles will start to liven 
up soon. The battle in Ed Mc- 
Donald’s district may be warmer 
than suspected, while the same 
can be true of the battle for 
congressman. : 


The way some of the campaigns 
now shape up, the DA fight be- 
tween incumbent Keith Sorensen 
and Thomas Bocci should be the 
gayest free-for-all. Bocci is nat- 
urally expected to attack Soren- 
son on his stand in grand jury 
matters of last year. 


Too, we have no doubt that 
Bocci is supported in his all-out 
fight by some of the interest who 
may want to see the county open- 
ed up a bit. 

These parties who are known 
for their strong political activities 
will have the support of the dis- 
gruntled grand jury members of 
1957 who couldn’t push Sorenson 
around as they wanted to. 

However, in fairness to Bocci, 
we'll admit that the municipal 
judge has been one of the tough- 
est in the county in criminal mat- 
ters. This wouldn’t support the 
claims that he might favor open- 
ing up things. 

They are saying much the same 
things about Gene Lockhart who 
is after Sheriff Earl Whitmore’s 
job. The muffler man will have 
to have the biggest blow-out in his 
history to top the popular Whit- 
more in our opinion. 

Lockhart wants a two-term 
limit for sheriff’s job and in his 
early campaigning appears to 
be leveling his guns at the ad- 
ministration of the sheriff's 
office, not the effectiveness of 
its criminal work. 

The backers of four candidates 
for supervisor are hoping they 
can gain enough strength to ward 
off a primary victory for Louis 
Chess, the admitted favorite for 
supervisor in the San Mateo area. 
If they can get a fairly strong 
second place man for the Novem- 
ber finals they will try to pool 
their efforts to elect their man, 
who apparently at this time is 
Binsacca, with Monaco next in 
line. 

Chess would have to run even 
better than this most ardent sup- 
porters could hope to be able to 
top the entire field of four in the 
primary. 


Whether next year’s record- 


breaking budget will have any 
effect on the vote tallies remains 
to be seen, but County Manager 
E. R. Stallings predicted. yesterday 
that while spending may go. up 
considerably, there is every ‘hope 
that the tax rate will NOT in- 
crease at all. 

This is good news if it turns 
out to be true but there are 
many obstacles to be overcome 
in budget studies now uadef: 
way. First and foremest in the 
rough job of predicting needed 
expenditures for the coming 
year is the health and welfare 
department with its many and 
varied programs. 

Some of the items for this bu- 
reau included in the increased 
budget will not be reflected in the 

county budget, however. The new 
medical aid program which~ will 
have a budget of $400,000 or bet- 
ter is all supported by state and 
federal funds. X 

The expanded mental health bu- 
reau with a $435,000 budget is 50- 
50 state and county. The new aid 
to partially disabled is about 90 
per cent paid by the state and 
federal governments. (Yes, we 
know that we pay the bills just 
the same!) 

The huge welfare costs that 
have been rising so rapidly ‘still 
have Stallings and his aides in a 
quandary. Budget estimates were 
made on the first of the year 
spending, but since February ‘the 
outlays have been climbing: at an 
alarming rate. : 

Just what the final, figure will 
be when Stallings submits: his 
proposed budget to the board of 
supervisors about. May. .25 re-, 
mains to be'Seen. The téntative 
budget must be adopted by June 
1 for any wage increases to he- 
come effective July 1, start of 
the new fiscal year. 


; Stallings said that $1,600,000 is 
included in the budget ‘for new 
construction, including $750,000 
for start of the new administra- 
tion building. It is hoped that 
cost of land acquisition may be 
offset to a great extent through 
sale of the present county jail 
property. i 

The county manager. hopes the 
$2 million plus administration 
building cxn be put up on a lease- 
purchase basis. Negotiations al- 
ready are started toward this goal 
and if unsuctessful $750,000 will 
be available next year to get the 
structure started. 

With all these increases for 
health and welfare care, as well 
as increased salaries, more new 
positions and countless other de- 
mands that will. add to the costs, 
someone is going to have to do 
some fancy trimming to escape a 
tax hike. Stallings still insists he 
will hold the line at the present 
rate.

Menlo Park city council has in 
the past expressed concern over 
blighted residential areas adjacent 
'to the city, but is in no position’ 
to initiate steps whereby condi- 
tions may be changed, Assistant.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS WEEK SUPPLEMENT | 


35th YEAR—No. 17 


Dr. Melville Homfeld, superin- 
tendent of the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary Schools, answers a report- 
er’s questions on public schools: 

Q. What should a public school 
do? 

A. “I believe public schools 
should capitalize on and specialize 
in those opportunities for service 
which they are particularly adapt- 
ed and designed to do. 

“It would be nice if one institu- 
tion could meet all needs of all 
children—but I don’t think it’s 
practical. I feel that to include so- 
cial welfare workers, psycho and 
physio-therapists, dental hygenists 
or ‘day-care’ services in the typical 
public school system program is a 
miscarriage of the intent of the | 
taxpayer. Needs for affection, for 
religious expression, for personali- 
ty structure, for custodial care, for 
mental, emotional or physical ther- 
apy are much better met by other 
agencies. Public schools should ad- 
mit this and, further, should ex- 
pect other agencies to carry their 
full load of responsibility.” 

Q. Yes, but what should they 
teach? 

A. “It seems to me there are 
three parts to this answer. First, 

ublic schools should teach chil- 
dren tu handle all methods of com 
munication—speech, the written 
and read language, the numerical 
language, and the graphic langu- 
age of charts and maps. 

“They should also teach the abil 
ity to evaluate that which is avail- 
able to an American through these 
communications—in other words. 
to think critically about what he 
sees, reads and hears. 

“Secondly, we must share but 
acept major responsibility for the 
establishment in the lives of chil- 
dren those attitudes and values 
that tend to make good citizens in 
a democracy. To be sure, the home, 
the church and many other organ- 
izations and institutions contri- 
bute mightily to this task—but the 
school must assure every child’s 
instruction and guidance in this 
field. 

“And lastly, the schools have a 
responsibility to teach young peo 
ple about the world in which they 
live, its history, its political and 
economic and human geography, 
its physical nature, and most par- 
ticularly in this day of technolo- 
gy and space, a knowledge of sci- 
ence and the scientific method. 

Q. What about patriotism? 

A. “Yes, certainly. Basic to all 
education is the continuation and 
improvement of our culture, and 
this we assure by giving people a 
faith in our way of life and tools 
with which to improve it.” 

Q. Do you think school curri- 
culums are full of fluff? 

A. “Of course there is room for 
nmprovement in public school cur 
riculums. But in Menlo Park, our 
curriculum is almost exclusively 
academic.” 

Q. Do you think education is 

too expensive? 

A. “No, Admittedly it is expen- 
sive, but not when you compare it 
to other services which would be 
forced upon us should public edu- 
sation as an institution fade. For 
example, it costs ten times as much 
to offer custodial care to a misbe- 
having child as it does to give 
standard educational care to a nor- 
mal child. 

“We spend far more on other 
phases .of national expense. I 
suspect that if we produced all our 
military vehicles with three wheels 
instead of four, we might be able 
to support public education with 
the saving from that fourth wheel. 

“Saying this doesn’t make me a| 
pacifist, of course, for I’m an offi- 
cer in the army—but those are the 
facts.” | 

Q. What are the public schools 
not giving that they should? 

A. “We are sadly failing, I think, 
to keep up with the facts of the 
shrinking world. Most adults still | 
think of Asia as being to the west 
and several weeks away. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it’s north of us, and on- 
ly a few minutes away. 

“The facts and implications of 
economic interdependence, of geo- 
politics, of economic geography — 
these, I feel, are being either by- 
passed entirely or offered in such 
limited quantities that we are be- 
coming academic paupers in the 
field of world understanding.” 

Q. What do you think about re- 
quired school attendance through 
the 18th year? 

A. “It’s the law. Furthermore, in-

t on Science Here 


By ENNIO CIOLLI 


Science-wise Menlo Park’s Ele- 
mentary Schools are in an envia- 
ble position. | 

First, we are one of the few ele 
mentary districts on the Peninsula 
that has three fully equipped sci- 
ense rooms and three full time sci- 
ence teachers to take full advant 
age of these new facilities. 

And secondly, a seventh and 
eighth grade science guide was de 
V ped two years ago to meet the 
specific needs of students in Men 
lo Park a program aimed at 
avoiding repetition of science facts 
learned in lower grades by ap-| 
proaching science through the stu- | 
dy of changes that occur in the 
environment. 

Seventh graders, for example, 
study changes in the non-living | 
matter found on the surface of the | 
earth. The major factors that are} 
responsible for bringing about 
these changes are considered in| 
two phases: | 

The first phase studied is the 
wearing down of the earth (Ero 
sion) by water, glaciers, wind, 
changes of temperature, and by 
chemical agents. 

The second phase is concerned 
with the building up of the surface 
of the earth by volcanic action, 
formation of mountains, earth- 
quakes resulting in elevation of 
continental shelves, lake destruc- 
tion, delta build-up, and changes 
in. land formation caused by living 
things. 

Man’s efforts to control some of 
the less desirable changes through | 
conservation are correlated at the 
appropriate times. 

EIGHTH GRADE PROGRAM 

The eighth graders study chang- 
es in living matter. A brief survey 
of plants and anin , their char 
acteristics and classification pro- 
vides the necessary foundation. 

The develepment of animal and 

plant life from prehistoric times 
provides an opportunity to studs 
changes in the past as well, noting 
how these changes in part, reflect 
the geographical changes that have 
en place. 
. The study of the various organ 
systems of the human body aids} 
an understanding of the physiolo- | 
gical changes that take place in 
young teen-agers, meeting a very 
real need of this age group. 

Through the study of heredity 
eighth graders are able to appreci- 
ate desirable changes science 
hopes to bring about in living 
things of the future. They are in- 
troduced to research presently be- 
ing carried on in _ laboratories 
throughout our nation which are 
accomplishing great new results 
in food production, medicine, ete. 
The eighth graders explore, furth- 
er, man’s successful efforts to con- 
trol changes in his environment 
through the use of energy. They | 
learn a great deal about the kinds 
of energy available to man, they 
become familiar with common 
forms of energy such at heat, light, 
sound, electrical, chemical, nu- 
clear, etc. They have an opportun- 
the | ity to learn how energy is control- 
led and used through the study of 
simple basic machines (the lever, 
inclined plane, wheel and axle), 
modern engines, power and relat- 
ed arithmetic problems.

The outline of subject matter 
provided for every teacher outlines 
a sequence for the presentation of 
separate items. She uses this’ as a 
guide, checking to be sure that 
those things already taught have 
been thoroughly mastered,. and 
then going on to new materials. 

The second classification, com- 
position, may be described in sev- 
eral ways.

Weems Tells Citizens: 


Not Enough Days in School to Teach All Subjects 


“There are not enough min- 
utes in the day or days in the 
school year to teach effectively 
all the subjects the schools are 
required by law to teach,” Arn- 
im Weems, director of education 
and services for San Mateo 
County schools told the Ravens- 
wood City School District Citi- 
zens’ Committee last week. 


Weems said that the education 
code requires state schools to teach 
20 subjects, and that the law re- 
quired that a minimum of 50 per 
cent of each school week be spent 
on reading, writing, language stu- 
dy, spelling, arithmetic and civics 
in the first six grades and a mini- 
mum of 600 minutes on these sub- 
jects in the seventh and eighth 
grades. 


LOCAL DISTRICTS “FILL IN” 

The remaining 14 subjects must 
be included somewhere in the 
school curriculum. The state does 
not say how much time must be de- 
voted to each subject, but leaves 
this to the individual school sys- 
tem to fill in the skeleton program. 

Weems pointed out that the to- 
tal number of hours spent by the 
student from kindergarten through 
the twelfth grade totals just one 
year when “laid end to end.” He 
stated that although children learn 
outside, as well as inside the class- 
room, the time has passed when 
the community can afford to keep 
children in school only 170 or 180 
days a year. 


Although science is not one of 
the state code requirements, al- 
most all schools in California in- 
clude it in their curriculum, 
Weems went on to say. Because 
science has become most import- 
ant in the race for world peace, 
high school districts are currently 
studying a Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology proposal that the 
number of scientific subjects be 
cut down so that a more concen-

trated study may be made and stu- 
dents can gain more depth. 

Since 1951 San Mateo County 
has had a curriculum advisory 
committee organized to help 
teachers with resource material 
built around the state curvicu- 
lum framework, Weems said. 
The first cooperative course of 
study took two years to develop 
and was released in 1953. Since 
that time sub-committees have 
continued improving upon curri- 
lum areas and the results are 
published each year and availa- 
ble to all teachers. 

The county also has a text book 
reviewing committee to help elim- 
inate the necessity of each school 
district reviewing hundreds of 
books for school use each year. 
Available also, from the county is 
the use of its million dollar audio- 
visual library. 

COOPERATIVE MEETINGS 

Also speaking at the meeting 
was Superintendent Stanley O. 
Schnepple of the Ravenswood City 
School District, who said that the 
Sequoia Union High School Dis- 
trict and its eight elementary 
school districts are carrying the 
cooperative movement even fur- 
ther. Each month superintendents, 
principals and counselors of the 
elementary districts meet with Dr. 
Rex Turner and his administrators 
to coordinate their curriculum. 

The meetings have a two-fold pur- 
pose—the elementary districts en- 
deavor to set a standard of achieve- 
ment in the various fields to bring 
all the districts to the highest le- 
vel of attainment in any one sub- 
ject such as science. Also, they 
attempt to adjust requirements for 
students entering the high school 
district so that they will not waste 
their time repeating what they 
have already learned. 

Schnepple cited as examples 
that Ravenswood students, who 
have completed home making 
courses in the seventh and 
eighth grades, are not required 
to take similar required ninth 
grade courses in high school and 
that Menlo Park students, who 
have been stressing science stu- 
dies, take more advance cours- 
es upon entering high chool.

Cost of Education $2.07 Per Child a Day: 
Even Baby-Sifting Costs More Than That 


The cost of operating Menlo 
Park schools during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1957 was $1,006,444.77. 
The General Fund statement of op- 
erations shown here includes all 
expenditures except the Bond In- 
terest and Redemption Fund which 
had an expenditure of $83,798.75 
during the same year. 

The question immediately arises 
—where did all this money come 
from and where did it go? The two 
pie charts shown here indicate 
graphically the source of income 
and the purpose for which it was 
spent. 

Just where the money went, how- 
ever, is readily reportable. For in- 
stance, 82.1 per cent of all money 
spent under current expenses of 
education (which does not include 
capital outlay and debt services) 
went right back into the communi- 
ty in the form of salaries and wag- 
es. The district’s total payroll in 
1956-57 amounted to $707,309. On- 
ly $153,838 (17.9 per cent) was 
spent for materials and services. 


HOW MUCH PER CHILD? 

How much is $861,147 in terms 
of the average number of children 
in attendance during the 1956-57 
school year? To be sure the total 
figure looks large. But the cost of 
educating each child amounted to 
$368.33 that year. This includes all 
costs of school personnel, admin-

istration, books and other materi- 


als of instruction, etc. 

On this same basis, the cost per 
child per day amounted to $2.07, 
and when computed on an hourly 
basis, it falls below the normal 
cost of child care in the home — 
$.345. 

Breaking costs down in this man- 
ner brings meaning to an other- 
wise large figure which, standing 
alone, means only a large tax bur- 
den. In order to fairly understand 
a school budget, one must first be 
willing to break it down into its 
component parts and then relate 
it to the human values which ac- 
crue from such expenditures.

Tests show Menlo Park eighth 
graders are getting better and bet- 
ter in basic subjects. 

Today’s eighth graders are read- 
ing and solving arithmetic prob- 
lems nearly a full grade level high- 
er than similar students seven 
years ago. 

District records for 1951 show 
the average eighth grader scored 
8.8 in reading and 8.8 in arithme- 
tic—showing the average student 
was eight months “above grade le- 
vel” national norms in both read- 
ing and arithmetic prowess. 

Todays’ averages, however, are 
9.6 and 9.8 in these two subjects. 

Curriculum director William 
Fisher says the test itself hasn’t 


changed and that the general intel- ° 


ligence of the eighth grders is 
about the same as in 1951.
